Political Lolmn.
INTELLECTUAL foree ia eminently desirable
in the statesman, whether in a legislative or
executive positlon. But there are other
qualities that are even more necessary to
secure public respect and confidence. An -
flexible devotion to the right, and che courage
to assert and mwaintain the honest convictions
of the mivd in reference to great questions of
state, are surer guarantees of general and
lasting esteem, than the most profound learn-
ing and mental ability, either timidly or
falsely applied.

The oracular wisdom of BAcox himself
could not redecm his meanness and dishonesty
from contempt. JACKSON carrled away the
popular heart from all of his intellactual
rivals, because he was Known to be both
frank and firm, while they were always sus-
pected of a lawyer-like inclinat'on to “make
the worse appear the better reason.” The
morsl daring of CLAY, who once, on & memo-
rable occasien in the Senate of the republic,
said that he would rather be right than be
President, won him more enthusiastic frienda
than even his most sagacious measures or
splendid eloquence. DaxNier WEBSTER had
the grandest intellect that ever shed its light
upon our nsational councils; but he was
always distrusted, beeause of a prevailing im-
pression—subsequently shown to be erro-
neous—that he lacked the necessary nerve to
lead a pary and take the responsibility in
any critical polit cal emergency.

Courage 1n a representative is, in short, the
virtue most valued by a high-spirited people,
as it is also the one that often proves practi-
caliy most useful to them in the tryiog crises
which occasionally arise in the course of
public affairs. We have seen some of tae
most brilliant men in the country discarded
from the national councils, simply, or chiefly,
on sccount of their exhibition ot a want of
“ backbone,” and others, on the other hand,
elevated to high positions of honor and influ-
ence, who, though deficient in mind and learn-
ing, could be rel ed upon to sustain the right
in every exigency, without fear of personal
consequences, How of‘en bave constituen-
cies been betrayed by able but timorous
representavives!  How frequently have vi-
cious measures been inflicted wpon the
country, which might have been defented
by the manly action of those who quietly
looked on while the wrong was being
committed! Who does not remember how
repeatedly, for a considerable time before
the Rebellion broke out, ke people of the
fiee States were humiliated by the time-
serving cowardice of some of those who were
sent to represent them in Congress? It is
possible, even at this late date, to recall the
names of some Northera talkers who wera
scared out of all the sense they ever possessed
by the loud-mouthed threats of a few Southern
fire-eaters to dissolve the Union—as if it
were trne them any more tham now that
this great Confederacy exists at the mere
mercy of & score or #0 of nolsy demagogues,
instead ol drawing its strength from the very
lite-blood of the people! Of what importance
is it, therefore, to the people, that a man has
a sagacious mind and an eloquent tongue, if,
when the crisis of a vital issue arrives, he
can be frightened into silence, or bullisd into
casting a vote against his consclence and the
well-known opinlons of his constituents ?

‘L hese reflections have speclal applicat'on
to the present time. At no period of our
national history was pure moral courage
more needed in those who are entrusted with
the administration of the Government, We
say true courage, because there is a wide dif-
ference between that resolution which ad-
heres to an opinlon deliberately formed and
consclentiously beld, and the stupid obstinacy
which will stick to any view or purpose once
adopted and avowed, even though it has been
clearly shown to be unsound or Inexpedient,
We are really sorry to see the President and
Congress seriously differing on certain im-
pertant questions of national policy, and
sincerely trust that all thelr disagree-
ments may be satistactorily composed. That
result, however, cannot reasonably be hoped
for, if the public press of the eoantry and the
people, violently take sides in the controversy,
and encourage the Legislative and Execu-
tive branches of the Government in a mere
struggle ol contumaciousness, In which true
prineiples of policy and the obvious interests
of the mation are to be sacrificed to blind
Jealousy and stubborn pride of opinion. The
only wise and patrigtic course to be pursued
in such a case, is to exercise mutual re-
spect and forbearance, to revise and com-
pare conflicling views, and endeavor, in a sin-
cere spirit of devotion o public wellare, to

reach conelugions upon which all may cor- |

dially unite. And all that this will require,
is & manly disposition to do what is clearly
right, regardless of all inferior motives or con-
siderations,

Juarez into submission, bought up sll the mal-
contents of the nation, made the poachers ail
gamekcapms, and, 1 & lew years, he wonld
have Lecn st the head of & parey strong enough
to bully the 1est, and unstrupulous enodugh (o
rule e country with that ameunt ot declaion
and truness that inspires confidenco az home
and vrocures & loan abroad.

Ha does
away with that delusion so popular in all
foreign lands, that of all the econtumacions,
proud,and unbearable people, che Americans
are the moet 8o, We have a reputation for
delighting to quarrel with any Lord, and ol
putting our leet on a level with the head of
any Duke in Chbristendom. Hereafier, let
that slander cease, “O’Dowd” says we calti-
tivate the acquaintance of gentlemen, and
that we are snobs. We call attention to the
modest conclusion of the extract, which
savors of the well-bred man of the world so
much more than it does of the coneeited fop,
which rumor represents to be the type of a
Britisi: nobleman.

DEATH or AN OLD PHILADRLPHIA MER-
cHANT—News of Lhe death of SAMuEL CoMLY,
Esq , bas reacled thia city, Mr, CoMLy was
one of our oldest merchants, and at one time
exercised a controlling influsnce in mercan-
tile circles. He commenced business in Phi-
ladelphia in the early part of the present cen-
tury, and by indomitable perseverance and
energy amassed a large fortune. At the
breaking out of the war of 1812 he was in
Englaud, negotiating for the purchase ol
goods. The sudden breaking out of hostilities
hetween the two countries made it impossible
for him to return, and he remained in England
during the war. Upon his return to this

country he established the suction house of |

Comry & Tevis, and engaged largely in the
shipping business. He was one of the origi-
mal founders of the Philadelphia Exchange,
and for many years President of the South-
wark Bank. He, later in life, established a
branch house in New Orleans, which re-
sulted most disastrously, and in the end, proved
ruinous. Mr. CoMLy showed that he was a
werchant of entire Integrity, by passing over
his entire property for the benefit of his credi~ |
tors ; and such was his skill as a busineéss man

that he was able to pay a large percentage

| of his indebtedness. For the past few years

he has been engaged in business in New
York, and died in Brooklyn on Sunday last,

scme two thousand copies—while other maga-
gines and newspapers ol English manufacturs
have respectable eiroulntions. Among these we
might name Temple Bar, Oornhild, St James',
London Illustrated News, Punch, Fun, Al the
Year hound, Oncea-Week, Cassells Fawmily
Faper, ete.  For the first time in the history of
our city we observe aun English poster-bill,
beautifully printed in colors, pasted on all the
dead walls and corness, announcing the ex-
cellencies of  the new and  very ably
conducted London periodical called The drgosy.
While we admire enterprise, even ol foreign birth,
we muse confegs that it is very unpleasant to
ob:erve these slens of the dead-and-alive nature
of our publisbers and riferati. It I8 true that the
tuxes on vpaper, materiale, manufactore, and
publication are all grievously heavy, but still we
think a renvwed effort on the part of ouar
pubiishers might give us nearly enough choice

American literature to satisfy tge public taste
and demand.
